NEW  GOLD  SOVEREIGN 

Following  the  rapid  sell-out  of 
Hong  Kong's  Year  of  the  Goat  gold 
coin,  and  other  successful  gold  coin¬ 
ages  struck  by  the  British  Royal  Mint 
for  the  global  clientele,  the  mint  was 
authorized  by  the  Governor  of  the 
Bank  of  England,  to  issue  the  first 
gold  sovereign  since  1937.  Rich  in 
British  tradition  dating  from  1817  and 
having  a  maximum  worldwide  mint¬ 
age  of  only  50.000.  the  1979  gold 
sovereign  -  in  22  karat  gold,  meas¬ 
uring  22.12  mm  in  diameter  and 
weighing  7.98  grams  -  was  sold  out 
throughout  the  world  within  a  month 
after  its  coinage.

Brigham  Young  was  the  instigator 
of  the  Mormon  gold  coinage  He 
personally  supervised  the  mint 
housed  in  a  small  building  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah  The  mint  was  inaug¬ 
urated  in  1849  as  a  public  conven¬ 
ience.

Mexican  Silver  Coins

This  will  be  the  third  in  a  seem¬ 
ingly  endless  series  of  articles  on 
Mexican  silver  coins  When  I  was 
living  in  Texas,  Miriam  Gilmore,  our 
TNA  NEWS  Editor  and  Publicity  Di¬ 
rector,  encouraged  me  to  write  some 
articles  for  publication.  Well.  I  have, 
and  since  I've  got  the  bit  in  my  teeth,  I 
can't  seem  to  quit. 

Where  I  grew  up  in  the  Midwest, 
hardly  anyone,  including  me,  col¬ 
lected  Mexican  coins  Fortunately, 
when  1  lived  in  Texas  for  awhile,  I  fell 
in  love  with  Mexican  coins,  silver 
coins  in  particular.  It’s  hard  for  me  to 
remember  that  not  every  TNA  member 
has  this  preoccupation  with  Mexican 
silver  coins,  and  1  hope  as  of  yet 
you're  not  too  bored  with  the  subject. 

In  the  article  printed  in  the  Novem¬ 
ber  1979  issue.  I  made  some  predic¬ 
tions  based  on  silver  at  $9.50  per 
ounce.  In  the  December  issue.  I 
repented  for  having  an  out-of-focus 
crystal  ball.  It's  still  out  of  focus,  so 
again  no  more  predictions.  However. 

I  do  have  some  interesting  figures 
which  may  entice  you  to  speculate  on 
the  next  Mexican  silver  piece. 

The  basic  facts  about  Mexico  and 
silver  have  not  changed,  even  in  the 
light  of  the  astounding  rise  in  the 
value  of  silver.  The  Mexican  populous 
likes  hard  currency  as  a  store  of  value 
and  the  Mexican  government  likes  the 
premium  it  gets  from  selling  silver  in 
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coin  form.  What  is  unclear  is  the 
denomination  and  silver  content  of 
the  next  coin. 

In  all  probability,  the  next  coin  will 
be  a  500  peso  or  1000  peso  denomina¬ 
tion.  With  silver  fluctuating  $3  to  $4 
per  day.  I'm  nol  about  to  pick  one  over 
tlte  other  The  coin  will  probably  be 
between  720  fine  to  900  fine  based  on 
past  coins.  Since  the  recent  100  peso 
coin  had  the  silver  content  and  fine- 
nes  of  a  preceeding  coin,  the  5  peso  T- 
1 1.  the  accompanying  table  was  de¬ 
veloped  to  demonstrate  the  latitude 
which  exists  if  Mexico  were  to  revert 
to  a  past  silver  and  size  for  the  next 
coin. 

An  example:  If  silver  settles  around 
$40  per  ounce,  the  government  would 
probably  set  the  value  of  the  silver  in 
the  next  coin  around  $50  per  ounce  to 
protect  the  coins  from  the  smelter  If 
they  decide  on  a  1000  peso  of  ,8681 
ounces  of  silver  it  would  be  based  on 
the  following  calculation:  1000  pesos 
•8681  ounces  of  silver  x  $0. 04381- 
peso  for  a  mint  value  of  $50  46  per 
ounce.  The  coin  would  be  the  same 
size  as  the  5  peso  Cuahtemac 

The  table  lists  candidate  denomina¬ 
tion/content  combinations  for  silver 
in  the  foreseeable  price  range.  So  pick 
your  projected  silver  price  at  the  time 
of  issue  for  the  next  coin  and  see  what 
possibilities  exist  See  if  you  can 
predict  the  next  Mexican  silver  coin

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The  Anniversary'  Of  The  Russian  Revolution

In  1967.  the  Soviet  Union  minted, 
with  the  regular  issue  coins, five  com¬ 
memorative  coins  depicting  the  50th 
anniversary  of  the  1917  Russian  Revo¬ 
lution  The  five  commemorative  coins 
are  die  one  rouble  and  the  50.  20.  1  5 
and  10  kopek  coins  The  60th  anni¬ 
versary  of  the  revolution  is  depicted 
on  a  one  rouble  coin  minted  in  1977. 
Each  of  these  coins  represent  some 
part  of  Russian  history. 

The  prices  of  these  coins  are  as 
follows:

I  am  going  to  discuss  the  causes 
and  the  highlights  of  the  Russian 
Revolution  As  you  will  notice,  most 
of  this  article  will  not  pertain  to  coins 

It  probably  began  in  1855  when 
Alexander  II  became  Czar  (emperor)  of 
Russia  Because  of  Russia's  defeat  in 
the  Crimean  War.  he  soon  realized 
that  Russia  had  to  catch  up  with  the 
west  in  the  areas  of  agriculture,  bank¬ 
ing.  education,  industry  and  govern¬ 
ment  in  all  towns  and  villages.  After 
realizing  that  Russia  was  behind. 
Alexander  began  a  series  of  reforms 
on  these  areas. 

There  were  many  Russians  that 
wanted  much  more  and  they  joined 


revolutionary  groups  These  revolu¬ 
tionary  groups  wanted  a  republic  and 
others  wanted  socialism  in  Russia 
After  an  attempt  on  the  Czar's  life. 
Alexander  cut  back  on  some  of  his 
reforms  A  group  of  revolutionaries 
between  1873  and  187  5.  tried  to  get 
the  peasants  to  revolt  because  they 
wanted  a  new  form  of  government, 
either  socialism  or  anarcism  (no  pres¬ 
ence  of  government)  This  effort  was 
unsuccessful.  A  bomb  killed  the  Czar 
in  St.  Petersburg  in  1881.  before  he 
had  the  chance  to  set  up  a  new 
program  of  reforms  for  Russia 
Alexander  III  followed  in  his  father's 
footsteps,  but  under  harsher  con¬ 
ditions.  During  his  13-year  rule,  im¬ 
provements  in  Russia  were  far  too 
few 

Nicholas  II  was  the  last  Czar  of 
Russia  At  the  beginning  of  his  rule  in 
1894,  there  was  starvation  among  the 
peasants  because  of  a  series  of  bad 
harvests.  There  were  also  three  organ¬ 
izations  against  Nicholas  and  the 
Russian  government  These  political 
groups  were  (1)  liberal  constitution¬ 
alists  who  wanted  to  replace  the 
czarist  type  government  with  a  social¬ 
istic  type  of  government.  (2)  social 
revolutionaries  wanted  to  promote  a 
peasant  revolution,  and  (3)  the  Marx¬ 
ists  wanted  revolution  for  the  city 
workers  Lenin  was  a  member  of  the 
majority  in  the  marxist  group 

Further  problems  for  Nicholas  in¬ 
cluded  an  economic  depression  in 
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1899  In  1904.  war  broke  out  with 
Japan  and  just  added  to  his  list.  The 
Japanese  defeated  the  Russians  in 
1905. 

In  St.  Petersburg  on  Jan.  22,  1905. 
thousands  of  workers,  with  no  weap¬ 
ons,  marched  to  the  czar’s  palace  to 
ask  Nicholas  for  reforms.  Government 
troops  fired  on  the  crowd  wounding  or 
killing  hundreds  of  marchers  on  strike. 
This  incident  was  recorded  in  history 
as  "Bloody  Sunday."  After  this  inci¬ 
dent  occured.  many  more  strikes 
broke  out  and  peasant  and  left-wing 
activist  groups  revolted  against  the 
government. 

A  massive  strike  paralyzed  Russia 
in  October  of  1905  Revolutionaries 
formed  the  Soviet  (council  group) 
called  the  Soviet  of  Worker's  Deputies. 
The  Czar  then  agreed  to  establish  an 
elected  parliament  or  Duma.  This 
council  could  pass  or  reject  all 
proposed  laws. 

Since  Nicholas  and  other  high 
ranking  officials  did  not  want  to  give 
up  their  power,  the  first  two  Dumas 
could  not  do  their  jobs.  Nicholas 
also  illegally  charged  the  election  law 
and  made  selecting  of  Duma  candi¬ 
dates  less  democratic.  In  other  words, 
the  upper  class  had  more  representa¬ 
tives  than  the  peasants.  The  third  and 
fourth  Dumas  cooperated  with  Nicho¬ 
las  and  stayed  in  their  full  five-year 
terms  (1907-1917)  unlike  the  previous 
two  Dumas. 

During  World  War  I,  the  economy 
of  Russia  could  not  meet  the  demands 
of  the  soldiers  at  war  and  also  those  at 
home  The  untrained  soldiers  behind 
the  fighting  lines  were  disloyal  to  the 
Czar,  unlike  the  Russian  troops  at  the 


front.  These  people  also  knew  that 
they  could  be  sent  to  the  front  and  be 
killed  by  the  Germans  This  was  the 
starting  of  the  1917  Revolution. 
Nicholas  also  replaced  high  govern¬ 
ment  officials  with  weak,  unpopular 
men. 

In  early  March  1917,  the  people 
began  to  revolt  against  Nicholas  II 
and  the  government.  There  were 
massive  strikes  and  riots  all  over  the 
country.  Even  the  Czar's  troops  joined 
in  the  riot.  Parliament  became  the 
leader  of  Russia  Nicholas  gave  up  his 
throne  on  Mar  1  5  because  he  lost  all 
political  support.  The  premier  of  the 
Parliament  took  over  the  country' 
This  was  the  end  of  all  czarist  rule  in 
Russia. 

In  October  of  that  year,  there  was 
another  revolution  between  the  Bol¬ 
sheviks  (Russian  Communist  Party) 
and  the  Parliament.  After  a  bloody 
struggle  in  Moscow,  the  Bolsheviks 
controlled  it  by  Nov.  15,  1917  The 
Bolsheviks  formed  their  present  form 
of  government  with  Lenin  in  control 
The  Russian  Communist  Party  was 
later  changed  to  the  Communist  Party 
of  the  Soviet  Union. 

As  you  have  read  this  article,  you 
can  see  that  the  Revolution  was  an 
important  part  of  Russian  history 
Afterward.  Russia  formed  the  Union 
of  Soviet  Socialists  Republics  (USSR) 
and  made  other  economic  policies 
The  revolution  ended  czarism  and 
made  a  more  useful  government  This 
was  the  main  reason  why  the  Soviets 
minted  these  commemorative  coins 
depicting  the  50th  anniversary  of  the 
Russian  Revolution. 

As  you  can  see.  coins  are  a  part  of 
history  Happy  coin  collecting1"

Architecture  •  Industry  •  Weapons  •  Sports

ARCHITECTURE 

Architecture  can  be  a  tool  toward 
emblematizing  or  symbolizing  prog¬ 
ress  and  is  used  on  the  coins  of  many 
countries  Thus,  we  note  bridges  on 
coins  of  China.  Hungary  and  Czecho¬ 
slovakia.  Churches  are  seen  on  Ger¬ 
man  and  Mexican  coins  while  a 
Buddhist  temple  and  Japanese  pa¬ 
godas  are  seen  on  Oriental  coins. 
Even  whole  cities  are  shown  on  some 
German  coins  Factories  are  seen  on 
East  German  coins;  mine  buildings  in 
Canada;  parliaments  in  Austria  and 
Canada;  castles  from  Slovakia  and  we 
see  a  school  in  the  University  of  Tartu 
portrayed  on  Estonian  coins. 

Our  own  Jefferson  nickel  shows 
Monticello.  the  home  of  President 
Thomas  Jefferson;  while  the  current 
US  cent  depicts  the  Lincoln  Mem¬ 
orial  on  the  reverse  •  indeed  an 
impressive  bit  of  architecture  A 
striking  use  of  architecture  to  illu¬ 
strate  personal  progress  and  the  path 
of  fame  is  on  the  Booker  T  Washing¬ 
ton  commemorative  half  dollar  Here 
the  slave  cabin  and  the  Hall  of  Fame 
are  both  shown  Another  use  of  a 
native  hut  is  seen  on  the  coins  of  the 
Fiji  Islands 

INDUSTRY 

We  could  even  take  an  industrial 
tour  on  our  coins.  First  stopping  in 
Luxemburg  to  see  a  worker  puddling 
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iron  at  the  smelter.  We  see  the  factory 
on  the  coins  of  the  Saarland,  and  in 
Italy  and  neighboring  Hungary;  in 
Russia  and  the  Philippines  we  see 
workers  shaping  the  iron  on  an  anvil. 
And  the  finished  product  -  the  loco¬ 
motive  on  a  coin  of  Mexico,  the  car  on 
a  Chinese  coin,  the  plow  on  the  Italian 
piece.  All  are  evidences  of  the  indus¬ 
trial  product. 

A  nation's  trade  and  land  position 
will  be  reflected  in  her  coinage  many 
times.  A  primarily  industrial  country 
would  not  depict  ships,  nor  would  a 
tropical  land  show  snow  shoes  or 
trapping  of  fur-bearing  animals.  The 
half  penny  of  Great  Britain  has  con¬ 
sistently  shown  the  sailing  vessel;  fish 
are  shown  on  the  coins  of  St.  Pierre 
and  Miquelon,  whose  commerce  cen¬ 
ters  on  the  fishing  industry  Italy  also 
shows  a  fish,  and  Eire,  a  salmon. 

Great  Britain  continues  this  trend 
today  with  her  traditional  supremacy 
of  the  seas  embodied  in  Britannia  -  at 
times  shown  with  a  trident  or  ships  in 
the  background,  sdpreme  over  all  she 
surveys.  A  copper  half  penny  of 
Charles  II  of  1672  was  probably  the 
first  modern  coin  bearing  Britannia, 
seated  on  a  shield  with  the  Union 
Jack  on  it.  This  figure  has  been 
compared  with  a  sesterius  of  Anton- 
ium  Pius  which  contained  a  Seated 
Britannia  and  standard

Tradition  has  it  that  the  British 
model  of  Britannia  was  Frances. 
Duchess  of  Richmond  and  Lennox. 
She  was  a  raving  beauty  of  the  Restor¬ 
ation  era.  Born  in  France  in  1648.  she 
would  have  been  24  at  the  time  this 
coin  was  minted.  In  1667,  Charles  II 
considered  divorcing  Catherine  of 
Braganza  to  marry  Frances,  who  was 
his  companion.  Before  this,  Frances 
eloped  with  Charles  Stewart,  Duke  of 
Richmond  and  Lennox,  in  March, 
1667.  Even  after  this,  though,  we  are 
told,  she  remained  a  favorite  of  the 
king's  court. 

Other  nations  showing  ships  on 
coins  are  Brazil,  Danzig,  Estonia, 
Germany,  Portugal,  South  Africa  and 
Poland.  Canada  also  has  a  voyager's 
canoe,  Fiji  Islands  an  outrigger  canoe, 
Canada  has  a  stately  sailing  vessel 
and  the  Chinese,  a  junk  under  sail 
The  Greeks  portray  a  galley,  French 
Colonial  coins  of  aluminum  from 
French  Somaliland,  French  West 
Africa,  and  Reunion,  which  show  a 
steamship 

Ship's  hardware  also  come  in  for 
honorable  mention.  Thus,  we  note 
anchors  on  coins  of  Sweden,  Union  of 
South  Africa,  and  French  Indo-China. 
This  trident  is  seen  on  coins  of  the 
Danish  West  Indies. 

Other  forms  of  transportation  we 
note  on  our  ever- educational  coins 
are  the  zeppelin  from  Germany;  the 
locomotive  on  coins  of  Brazil,  Austria, 
and  Mexico:  the  ancient  chariot  with 
the  horse  and  bowman  rumbling  on 
the  coins  of  Egypt:  the  famous  auto¬ 
mobile  on  the  Chinese  coins.  From  38 
B  C.  we  note  a  slave-powered  galley 
under  way  on  Roman  coins  and  a  1958 
Italian  coin  depicts  a  1 5th  century 


sailing  vessel. 

WEAPONS  AND  SPORTS 

A  survey  of  weapons  on  coins 
would  reveal  a  formidable  arsenal. 
From  primitive  weapons,  such  as  the 
bow  and  arrows  and  the  cross-bow  to 
the  modern  rifles.  We  see  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  man's  ability  to  kill  man. 
unfold.  Vichy  France  showed  a 
double-bladed  battle  axe;  Monaco 
with  an  archer;  the  Netherlands,  a 
sword:  spears  from  New  Zealand: 
Balboa  in  a  coat  of  mail  on  coins  of 
Panama;  pistols  from  the  Comoro 
Islands.  Portugese  cannon,  sabers 
and  chariots  with  bowmen. 

Arrows  have  come  to  be  a  form  of 
decoration,  and  have  been  used  as 
such  by  Spain  and  the  United  States 
Skill  in  markmanship  is  rewarded  on 
the  Shooting  Festival  coins  of  Switzer¬ 
land. 

Sports  have  come  in  for  mention 
on  coins.  An  Albanian  one  fourth  Lek 
issued  in  1926-27  showed  a  man 
wrestling  a  lion.  Two  wrestlers  are 
shown  on  a  silver  stater  of  Aspendus, 
in  300  B.C.  The  Olympics  are  cele¬ 
brated  on  the  Finnish  coin  of  500 
Markkaa,  issued  in  1951-52.  More 
next  month .

The  story  of  the  whooping  crane 
has  been  described  as  a  love  affair 
between  two  nations  of  people. 

What  sort  of  a  creature  is  this  that 


has  captivated  our  imagination.  On 
top  of  24  inches  of  slender  legs,  add 
20  pounds  of  satiny  white  bird  with  a 
sinuous  long  neck,  a  striking  red 
crown.  7  feet  of  black- tipped  wings 


and  a  loud  bugling  call  that  can  be 
heard  two  miles  away.  Mix  in  the 
dignity  of  a  defiant  wild  animal  with 
the  strong  family  bonds  of  our  own 
specie  and  you  have  the  symbol  of 
man's  present  world-wide  struggle  for 
freedom.

Chase  Manhattan  Bank  Donates 
Collection  To  Smithsonian 

In  a  surprise  announcement,  the 
Chase  Manhattan  Bank  has  officially 
transferred  ownership  of  its  extensive 
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«»  «»  «» 
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currency  collection  to  the  Smithson¬ 
ian  Institution. 

The  gift  came  less  than  two  years 
after  the  bank  presented  its  Chase 
Manhattan  Money  Collection  to  the 
Smithsonian  under  a  special  loan/gift 
agreemant  w  hich  was  to  last  for  up  to 
10  years. 

Highlights  from  the  Chase  Man¬ 
hattan  Bank  Money  Collection  are 
currently  exhibited  at  the  National 
Museum  of  History  and  Technology 
where  the  collection  is  housed  under 
the  supervision  of  curators  Vladimir 
and  Elvira  Clain-Stefanelli  it  is  con¬ 
sidered  one  of  the  largest  currency 
collections  in  the  country,  with  over 
25,000  examples  including  rare  prim¬ 
itive  and  ancient  forms  of  money.  The 
range  is  from  2. 500- year-old  Egyptian 
ring  money  to  ancient  Greek  and 
Roman  coins  to  modern  American  and 
European  coins  and  paper  currencies 

With  the  addition  of  the  new  col¬ 
lection.  the  Smithsonian's  already 
world-famous  numismatic  holdings 
will  be  further  strengthened,  partic¬ 
ularly  in  the  area  of  primitive  cur¬ 
rency.  American  colonial  paper  cur¬ 
rencies  and  early  American  checques. 
The  extensive  coin  collection  will

also  expand  the  museum's  exhibit  of 
United  States  coins. 

The  Chase  Manhattan  collection 
was  originally  acquired  by  the  Bank 
from  Farran  Zerbe,  a  distinguished 
numismatist,  who  spent  40  years 
assembling  the  coins,  paper  currency 
and  primitive  monies  represented. 
Zerbe  eventually  served  as  curator  of 
the  collection  when  the  bank  opened 
its  own  museum  to  the  public  in  1929. 

The  story  is  told  that  Zerbe  began 
collecting  in  1882  when  he  was  a 
newsboy  in  Pennsylvania.  Someone 
gave  him  a  French  50- centime  piece 
as  change  and  so  picqued  his  curi¬ 
osity  that  he  became  an  avid  coin 
collector.  His  collection  grew  and  he 
exhibited  it  at  the  Louisiana  Purchase 
Exposition  and  the  Lewis  and  Clark 
Centennial  Exposition  in  1905  He 
travelled  extensively  and  kept  adding 
to  his  holdings.  These  in  time  became 
part  of  the  bank's  museum  collection 
which  remained  open  for  more  than 
40  years. 

The  Chase  Manhattan  Bank  Money 
Collection  includes  a  large  variety  of 
rare  and  seldom  seen  primitive  cur¬ 
rencies.  These  include  a  clay  due  bill 
fron  Babylonia  dated  2500  B.C..  a 
Chinese  Tao  from  the  5th  century 
B.C.,  several  different  kinds  of  indian 
wampum,  copper  shield  money  used 
by  the  Indians  of  Alaska,  an  Alaskan 
seal  skin  note,  a  19th-century  money 
"tree'  from  the  East  Indies,  a  dog 
teeth  necklace  from  the  Solomon 
Islands  and  Elephant  Tail  Bristles  of 
the  18th  century  from  West  Africa.  A 
most  unusual  currency  specimen  is 
circular  stone  money  from  the  Yap 
Islands  in  the  Pacific.  The  stones, 
varying  in  size  from  small  units  to 
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others  measuring  as  much  as  12  feet 
across,  were  quarried  in  the  Palau 
Islands  hundreds  of  miles  away  and 
transported  by  raft  to  the  villages.  The 
larger  stones  were  often  placed 
against  a  person's  hut  to  indicate 
wealth. 

American  colonial  coins  in  the 
collections  include  a  very  rare  New 
England  shilling  issued  in  1652  as 
well  as  Willow,  Oak  and  Pine  tree 
shillings  of  the  same  period.  There  is  a 
five  shilling  note  from  1709,  the  first 
note  printed  in  New  York  by  the  first 
printer  in  the  state.  William  Bradford 
A  five  dollar  gold  piece  from  1795 
designed  by  Robert  Scott,  first  de¬ 


signer  at  the  U  S  Mint,  and  struck  in 
an  edition  of  9.000  is  included  along 
with  a  receipt  for  the  first  silver  dollar 
minted  at  the  U.S.  Mint  in  1794. 
Among  the  later  coins  arc  gold  pieces 
struck  during  the  gold  rush. 

In  addition  to  the  currency  collec¬ 
tion.  there  are  checks  signed  by  vir¬ 
tually  every  United  States  President 
and  by  such  notable  individuals  as 
Benjamin  Franklin.  Susan  B  Anthony, 
Charles  Dickens.  Harriet  Ward  Beech¬ 
er  and  Helen  Keller.  Documents 
which  serve  as  historic  background 
for  the  collection  are  included  and 
there  is  even  a  solid  steel  check 
cancelled  with  machine  gun  bullets  It 
was  first  prize  in  a  welding  contest. 


Counting  Heads  Begins  April  1  For  Census  '80 


The  1980  census,  which  begins 
April  1.  will  mark  the  20th  time  in  the 
nation's  history  that  Americans  have 
counted  themselves.  The  number  of 
questions  and  the  uses  of  census  data 
have  grown  considerably  since  the 
first  count,  and  quill  pens  have 
yielded  to  computers,  but  the  census 
has  never  lost  its  roots  in  the  Consti¬ 
tution. 

When  the  delegates  to  the  Consti¬ 
tutional  convention  met  in  1787,  they 
decided  that  population  distribution 
should  be  the  basis  for  direct  taxation 
and  for  apportionment  in  the  House 
of  Representatives,  so  they  approved 
a  Constitutional  requirement  that 
every  person  in  the  Nation  be  counted 
at  least  every  ten  years,  beginning  in 
1790. 

For  nearly  two  centuries  since  then, 
the  decennial  census  has  monitored 
the  growth  and  development  of  the 


nation,  yielding  invaluable  informa¬ 
tion  about  ourselves  as  a  people:  who 
we  are.  what  we  do.  how  we  live. 
Taken  together,  these  ten-year  assess¬ 
ments  of  the  developing  republic 
form  the  backbone  of  our  history 
THE  FIRST  CENSUS 

Congress  appointed  Secretary  of 
State  Thomas  Jefferson  to  direct  the 
first  census  in  1790  Jefferson  dele¬ 
gated  the  responsibility  to  the  17 
United  States  marshals,  who  in  turn 
hired  as  many  assistants  as  they 
needed.  These  census  takers,  or 
enumerators,  were  paid  between  one- 
third  cent  and  two  cents  for  every 
inhabitant  they  counted  in  the  ex¬ 
isting  states  and  southwestern  terri¬ 
tory. 

They  traveled  on  foot,  boat  or 
horseback  through  areas  with  few 
roads  and  bridges.  Maps  were  scarce, 
town  and  county  boundaries  were 
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vague  or  unknown,  and  numbers  of 
superstitious  or  untrusting  citizens 
were  uncooperative. 

Despite  arguments  from  some 
members  of  Congress,  led  by  James 
Madison,  that  the  census  ought  to 
collect  facts  of  use  to  “agricultural, 
commercial  and  manufacturing"  in¬ 
terest.  the  first  census  asked  only  five 
questions:  number  of  free  white  males 
16  years  of  age  and  older:  number  of 
free  white  males  under  16  years; 
number  of  free  white  females:  number 
of  other  free  persons;  and  number  of 
slaves. 

Census  takers  recorded  answers  on 
any  kind  of  paper  they  happened  to 
have  and  posted  the  lists  in  each  town 
or  city  in  a  public  place.  Anyone 
missed  was  expected  to  add  his  or  her 
own  name  to  the  list.  Apparently 
Thomas  Jefferson  was  one  of  those 
missed  the  first  lime  around,  for  he 
had  to  add  his  own  name  to  the  list 


posted  in  Philadelphia 

The  count  took  18  months,  and 
showed  a  population  of  just  under 
four  million 

For  most  Americans,  the  1980  cen¬ 
sus  will  be  simple.  A  questionnaire 
will  arrive  in  the  mail  on  Mar.  28.  The 
recipient  will  simply  answer  the  ques¬ 
tions.  w'hich  will  not  take  long,  and 
then  either  mail  back  the  form  on 
April  1  or  hold  it  for  a  census  taker  to 
pick  up.  depending  on  the  instruc¬ 
tions. 

By  the  time  the  last  American  is 
counted  sometime  during  the  sum¬ 
mer.  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  will 
have  reached  an  estimated  222 
million  U.S.  residents  and  86  million 
housing  units,  and  gathered  more 
than  three  billion  answers. 

Eight  lower  rank  mint  workers  with 
specially  assigned  duties  worked  as  a 
team  to  carry  out  the  actual  striking  of 
coins  in  Roman  mints.
